Staff members at the Northwest Hu- 


man Resources Development Center 
are believers in the adage that an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure. 


Since the center opened nearly five 


years ago, most programs have been 
devoted to treatment of persons with 
psychological and social problems. 
The center staff Is now turning its ef- 
forts to catching problems before they 
begin. 


"We've always tried to keep a bal- 


ance between diagnosis and treatment 
and preventative programs. With the 
heavy caseloads in the past we we- 
ren't able to place as much emphasis 
on getting problems before they reach 
the crisis stage," Thomas Jauch, cen- 
ter director said. 


THE COUNSELING SERVICE CUT- 


renlly treats more than 3,200 people in 
the Northwest suburbs but "it could 
bo twice as many as that in a year," 
Jauch said. Services offered include 
crisis counseling, 
marriage coun- 


seling, premarital counseling and pre- 
retirement counseling. 


Jauch said new fall programs will 


center on "working with people who 
touch peoples lives very early." 


"I think teachers are kind of unsung 


mental health workers. Kindergarten 
teachers have the greatest opportuni- 
ty to do preventative therapy," he 
said. 


Case studies of teenagers with drug 


problems Indicate they had "similar 
types of traits in kindergarten and 
first grade," Jauch said. 


"The biggest area is the Insecure 


kid — the little guy who is a little shy 
and Immature. If teachers can identi- 
fy these kids, they can work with 
them," he said. 


THE CENTER is also developing a 


program for parents expecting their 
first child. 


"We want to teach parents how to 


make the baby feel like a dynamite 
kid from the day they bring him horns 
from the hospital," Jauch said. 


Jauch notes that the preventative 


therapy program may not have any 
results In the Immediate future anJ 
that the need for treatment and re- 
habilitation programs "will not be 
eliminated in my lifetime." 


"There will always be,a need4for 


rehabilitation and treatment but the 
real thrust.should be in the area of 
prevention," he said. 


THE COUNSELING center receives 


most of Its referrals from community 
police departments, local hospitals 
and community residents. Fees are 
charged on a sliding scale and "we

Extortion demands received 
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FBI enters search for James R. Hoffa 


DETROIT (UPD—The FBI entered 


the Investigation Sunday of the dis- 
appearance of former Teamsters 
President James R. Hoffa following 
the receipt of extortion demands. 


An FBI spokesman in Detroit de- 


clined to say what the nature of the 
demands were. 


Moments earlier In Washington, 


FBI Director Clarcnco Kclley said In 
a statement that "during the past 24 
hours extortion communications have 
been received in connection with the 
disappearance of Hoffa and accord- 
ingly the FBI is assuming jurisdic- 
tion." 


Hoffa's daughter, Mrs. Barbara 


Cranccr, said three federal agents In- 
terviewed Hoffa family members Sun- 
day in their homo in suburban Lake 
Orion. 


There wore other, unconfirmed re- 


ports, that threatening phone colls 
hod been received at the family home 


from two former associates of Hoffa. 


Kelley said "The .FBI has followed 


developments In this matter very 
closely since-Hoffa's disappearance," 
last Wednesday. But agents were 
waiting for a violation of federal law 
before assuming jurisdiction in the 
case. 


Mrs. Crancer had personally ap- 


pealed to Kelley for assistance in the 
case, saying she felt the investigation 
was stalled by the fact that it was 
centered in the suburban Bloomficld 
Township Police Department. 


In another development Sunday, po-. 


llco in New Jersey said they inter- 
viewed Anthony "Tony Pro" Proven- 
zano, the one-time prison confidante 
of Hoffa who had been named in the 
case, at the request of Detroit police. 


New Jersey State Police.Lt. Gordon 


Hector said Provenzano, who claimed 
he hadn't seen Hoffa in four years, 
was found and questioned Sunday. But 


Hector declined to comment on the re- 
sults of that interview. 


"Whatever he said wouldn't be. pub- 


lic, information from our standpoint," 
Hector said. The results of the inter- 
view were communicated to Michigan 
authorities, he said. 


Provenzano's name was one of two

Police have expressed doubts about

Schultz, who had an extensive 


criminal record before he parlayed a 
nursing home business into a million- 
dollar venture, has admitted his close 
friendship with reputed Mafia kingpin 
Anthony "Tony Jack" Giacalone. 


According to statements by Hoffa's 


family, Giacalone Is the man Hoffa 
was to meet the day he disappeared 
from in front of a fashionable subur- 
ban Detroit restaurant. 


However, Giacalone, a longtime > 


Hoffa friend, denies he had a date to 
meet Hoffa. 


Hoffa telephoned his wife Wednes- 


day and told her Giacalone had failed 
to show up for'the meeting. He said 
he was going to make a business call 
and then return home. 


Police said they have been flooded 


with tips about Hoffa's disappearance 
but much of the information was 
"garbage." 


Authorities searched a rural Michi- 


gan cornfield for six hours Saturday 
after an anonymous caller said Hoffa 
had been slain and his body dumped 
there. 


Although nothing was found in the 


field, police plan to take aerial photo- 
graphs of the area in case "we missed 
something."

Tito's presence at Sureln airport 


marked the first time in recent years 
the 83-year-old leader has welcomed 
personally an arriving head of state. 
Ford reciprocated with a warm trib- 
ute in his airport address. 


"You are truly respected In Amer- 


ica and throughout the world as one of 
the great men of the postwar era," he 
told Tito, who has ruled Yugoslavia 
throughout its postwar history as 
a neutral Communist nation indepen- 
dent of Moscow. 


Then Tito and Ford, standing in an 


open black limousine, rode into Bel- 
grade through crowds that applauded 
politely and waved Yugoslav and 
• American flags. ' 


Although people stood six deep at 


some points, the reception did not ap- 
proach the warm, noisy welcome for- 
mer President Richard M. NLxon got 
in 1970 or the public greeting Ford got 
in Bucharest Saturday. 


Yugoslav officials estimated about 


150,006 persons had turned out, but 
some American newsmen thought that 
figure might be too generous. 


The motorcade took Ford to a for- 


mer royal palace atop a hill, his guest 
residence for the overnight stay, 
where he freshened up before entering 
private talks with Tito.

rocco. An airport official reported 
having a normal radio conversation 
with the pilot with no hint of trouble 
just moments before the crash. 


The plane, owned by the Jordanian 


airline Alia and chartered to the Mo- 


roccan airline Royal Air Maroc, left 
Paris' Le Bourget airport at 2:20 a.m. 


Officials said passengers included 


177 Moroccan workers in France and 
four Europeans. The seven crewmen 
aboard were believed to be Jorda- 
nians but may have included Britons, 
they said. 


Inhabitants of Imzhen, 30 miles 


northeast of Agadlr, had to walk 12 
miles over the mountainous terrain to 
reach a telephone and alert author- 
ities. Rescue teams finally arrived by 
helicopter after searching for hours in 
the thick fog for the wreckage. They 
found shattered pieces of the piano 
scattered over a wide area. 


The surrounding forest was burned 


by a fire that followed the plane's 
explosion. The crash Impact was so 
great that rescuers could find no 
piece of wreckage bigger than 10 
square feet, Moroccan authorities 
said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Runaway 


youngsters, in need of help or Just 
scared, havo made Increasingly heavy 
use of tho year-old National Runaway 
Switchboard service, the government 
reported Sunday. 


"Tho National Runaway Switch- 


board, which wo funded as a demon- 
stration project lost August to test tho 
feasibility of a runaway hotline, has 
proved to bo so valuable a service 
that wo are continuing its operation," 
said Casper Weinberger, secretory of 
tho Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 


Ho announced tho award of a 


$132,080 grant to METRO-HELP of 
Chicago to continue tho project. 


A FIRST-YEAR evaluation report 


prepared for HEW indicated that 


runaway youths, most of them girls, 
have tripled tho volume of SOS calls 
to the hotline center from 500 in tho 
first month of service to 1,500 last 
month. 


Tho report said more than 60 per 


cent of tho callers are tcen-ago girls 
seeking a place to stay, legal aid, 
medical care or relay of a message 
home. 


Most of tho calls are from young 


runaways cither fleeing homes or call- 
Ing from locations in California, Flor- 
ida, Illinois, Michigan, New York, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Texas. 


The toll-frco hotline number - 800 


621-4000 everywhere except in Illinois, 
where it Is 800 972-6004 — rings a 
storefront office in Chicago where 
trained volunteers work round-the- 


clock to refer the young people, par- 
ents and agencies that call to appro- 
priate services, Tho hotline service 
keeps a list of more than 2,000 avail- 
able referral services. 


"THE FACT THAT over 60 per 


cent of callers are females should not 
be construed as meaning that more 
females run away than males," tho 
evaluation report said. 


"It may mean that young males are 


more likely than females to find a 
way to deal with some of the prob- 
lems, and parents are less Inclined to 


worry about them, and females face 
more danger than males." 


It said the callers average around 


age 16. Nearly 4 per cent say they are 
not runaways at all, but were forced 
out by their parents. 


More than half the callers had nev- 


er run away from home before. 


The survey also said nearly haif the 


runaways had been on the road less 
than 10 days, while only 3 per cent 
had been away more than a year. 


Most of the callers, it said, want to 


go home.

Girl cyclists show 'class9

The smell of burning oil and the 


w h i n e of lightweight aluminum 
engines fill the "classroom" of a new 
course in High School Dlst. 214, a 
course which sets a simple objective 
for its students. 


It's aimed at keeping students from 


becoming "hood ornaments." 


Motorcycle safety is the name of 


the class, the first of Its kind in the 
area. Patterned after driver educa- 
tion, the eight week summer school 
course stresses motorcycle safety 
through classroom and driving in- 
struction. 


BUT NOT one red-blooded, mo- 


torcycle-riding male signed up for the 
class, a fact that bothered the class 
teachers, Dick Eckert and Roger 
Voigt. But the absence of males 
hasn't bothered the rest of the class a 
bit. 


"Stand up, Annie, get your butt of 


that seat," yelled Eckert as one of his 
all girl students rode over simulated 


railroad tracks in the Elk Grove High 
School parking lot. "She lost her bike 
the first day just walking it," said 
Eckert, pointing out another student. 
"Now look at her." 


Guest speakers talk to the class 


about insurance and maintenance 
problems regarding cycles. On the 
course, students learn how to handle a 
bike under on-and off-road conditions. 


THE BIKES are small, since those 


under 18 In Illinois are restructed to 
the less-powerful cycles. But that 
doesn't dampen the enthusiasm of the 
riders. 


"It's given me more awareness of 


other drivers and safety," said class 
member Cynthia Grimm of Mount 
Prospect. Miss Grimm said she 
doesn't own a bike, but started riding 
three years ago because her father 
and three brothers rode cycles. 


"I'm 
even more aware of mo- 


torcycle riders when I'm driving the 
car now," she added. 


ALL STUDENTS must have a valid 


driver's license and permit to operate 
a motorcycle to take the class, said 


' Eckert. But the cycles are provided 


by local cycle shops. 


"State and federal governments 


don't kick in money for cycle educa- 
tion like they 'do for driver educa- 
tion," said Voigt, explaining the near 
absence of motorcycle safety Instruc- 
tion in Illinois. 


"Yet cycling is more dangerous 


than driving a car," 
Volght said. 


"When a 150 pound cycle gets hit by a 
two-ton car, you know who's going to 
come out a winner," he said. 


The ladies take their final exam 


soon, an exam which will consist of 
on-the-road riding, with their instruc- 
tor on the bike too, grading their 
proficiency. 


If more interest is shown on the 


part of the males, the course may be 
offered again, said the class instruc- 
tors. "I guess they think all they have 
to do is know how to balance in order 
to ride a cycle," said Voigt.

Odors and antennae talk for ants 


Andy tend* a complete 20-\ulume 


set of the Merit Students Encyclo- 
pedia to Llia Paul, age 11. at Tucson, 
Arli.. (or her question: 
DO ANTS TALK TO EACH OTHER? 


Ants, of course, do not utter words 


as -wo do. Neither do they growl or 
grunt, bark or chirp- Yet their busy 
colony Is a living example of well-run 
teamwork. Obviously this calls for a 
very elaborate system of commu- 
nication between groups and Individ- 
uals. 


So far as we know, tlio insect world 


has no verbal language and wastes no 
time on gabby conversations. Yet the 
members of each species have non- 
verbal ways to communicate with 
each other, and when necessary they 
can Interpret certain signals of other 
species. Among ants and most other 
insects, messages arc conveyed by 
chemical odors and interpreted by tlio 
scailtlva antennae. 


Sometimes they accidentally convey 


a message to human observers. For 
mmple, a single fllo of scurrying 
anta Is a telltale pointer loading be- 
tween tho nest and a supply of food. 


MARK TRAIL 


This program starts when a scouting 
ant finds food. She hurries straight 
home, pausing now and then to press 
her tummy to tho ground. 


This releases a mlnldrop of scented 


chemical from a gland in her tall sec- 
tion. Dack at the nest, she prances 
around to attract a team of food for- 
agers. They scurry off to follow tho 
scent trail. The odor lasts a short 
time, otherwise it would confuse fu- 
ture foraging expeditions. 


Antennae nro even more important 


in the ant system of communication. 
These sensitive feelers con detect a 
wide range of key odors just by touch- 
ing this and that. What's more, a 
couple of ants can swap information 
or make requests merely by cntwlng- 
Ing their antennae. 


Tlieso sensitive antennae are di- 


vided into segments — and at least 
the first five segments have special- 
ized communication talents. The top 
segment can detect the scent of an 
ant's own nest — and distinguish it 
from tho nests of other ants. The sec- 
ond segment recognizes tho odor of 
sister ants of her own family. 


The third segment is tuned to her 


own special odor. This enables an ant 
to lay a scent troll and retrace her 
steps to find her way home. The 
fourth and fifth segments are used by 
teams of ants to communicate infor- 
mation about bringing up the babies. 


An ant with a full tummy is always 


willing to share with a member of her 
family. When a sister ant taps her an- 
tenna in a certain way, she upchucks 
a helping of food. All this is'part of 
the elaborate language that ants use 
to communicate — without words or 
sounds of any sort.

venous, unoxygenated blood. ' This 
leads to the problem you have had. 
The blood accumulates literally by 
running down hill and pooling In 
the foot, ankle and lower leg, inter- 
fering with normal circulation to the 
skin over these areas. If your feet are 
elevated the problem won't occur. 
When you lie down the blood runs out 
and does not pool. 


Pressure garments often work well 


or at least help some people. It is im- 
portant that they be used properly. 
That means there, must be enough 
pressure and no localized constriction. 
And, it is better to lie down and have 
the feet elevated until all the excess 
fluid is drained out of the tissues be- 
fore you put them on. That takes 
some time, so it is best to put on the 
pressure garment in the morning be- 
fore you get up. 


Skin ulcers will not heal unless the 


underlying circulation problem and 
swelling are adequately controlled. 
When you were using elevation you 
corrected the basic circulation prob- 
lem, and the skin healed. 


I think you should see a surgeon. He 


may not be able to do much about the 
deep veins, but he can remove the ex- 
ternal veins under the skin. This 
sometimes helps because these super- 
ficial varicose veins really add to the 
problem. Each case needs to be eval- 
uated and is different, but if you are a 
candidate for removal of the external 
veins it could make it possible for you 
to get better success with a pressure 
garment. 


Doctors used to think that nothing 


should be done about superficial vari- 
cose veins if the deep veins were in- 
volved. We now know that is not true 
and removal of superficial veins is 
helpful in many cases.

Bonnie Bachman: she feels reborn

Bonnie Bachman is attractive, hap- 


py, active ... and glowing with good 
health. Bonnie is an ostomate. 


Now acting president of the recently 


organized North Suburban Ostomy As- 
sociation, a chapter of United Ostomy 
Association Inc., Mrs. Bachman lives 
life with special verve and gratitude. 


"Except for heavy contact sports 


like football, I have absolutely no re- 
strictions because of my health," she 
reported, bubbling with spirit. 


This was not always true for the 


red-baked peppy Buffalo Grove home- 
maker. 


Because Bonnie has had ileostomy 


(surgery to remove the colon, and in 
her case, also part of the small bowel 
and rectum), she is an ostomate. That 
means she wears an appliance at- 
tached to a stoma (opening to the 
bowel) to eliminate body wastes. 


A MINUTE OR TWO, three to four 


times daily, is all the time it takes to 
dispose of such wastes, she explained. 
And she changes the lightweight, 
deodorized plastic appliance every 
five days, following the procedure 
necessary for her personal needs. 


No one could possibly ki.ow Bonnie 


is an ostomate unless she chose to 
tell. She does, she says, because she 
hopes sharing her experience will 
benefit other ostom'ates, and educate 
the public to understand ostomies, the 
aim of the Ostomy Association. 


Bonnie elaborated: the colostomy, 


for instance, in which an opening in 
the colon is performed is usually be- 
cause of cancer, birth defect or in- 
jury. The ileal conduit is isolation or 
removal of the bladder because of dis- 
ease or injury. 


The ureters from-the kidneys are 


implanted with an isolated 6 to 
8-inch section of the small intestine 
which opens through the abdominal 
wall for emission of liquid wastes. 
And the ileostomy, Bonnie's oper- 
ation, is the removal of the entire co- 
lon because of colitis, which is ulcera- 
tion of the colon, or related diseases. 


BECAUSE OF complications, her 


surgery was more extensive, she said. 


Bonnie suffered about eight years 


from worsening pain, diarrhea, min- 
imal appetite, severe weight loss. She 
developed fistulas and hemorrhoids, 
becoming anemic from resultant loss 
of blood. On a frightening seesaw of 
attack and recovery, she spent years 
— weeks at a time — in and out of the 
hospital. 


Her illness eventually diagnosed as 


regional enteritis, Bonnie recovered 
with the help of antibiotics and gave 
birth to a healthy son, Bradley, now 
six. 


But for Bonnie and husband Bill, a 


field engineer with Peterson Enter- 
prises of Glenview, joy at Bradley's 
birth didn't last. Another painful at- 
tack and Mrs. Bachman was back to 
the hospital for surgery to remove fis- 
tulas. 


"BUT THAT wasn't the answer and 


eventually I was begging for 'an 
ileostomy," she recalled. 


The operation over and health re- 


stored, Bonnie says she truly feels re- 
born. "If I had known the before and 
after, I would have had the operation 
five years ago!" 


Now that the bad times are behind 


her, Mrs. Bachman can't get enough 
of everyday enjoyment. Two months 
after surgery she was spading and

She's made samplers for all her 
nieces and nephews, a wedding sam- 
pler for her sister and an assortment 
for her own neatly kept home', in-, 
eluding several with nursery rhyme 
themes for Bradley's room. 


TO HELP APPEASE her grand 


new appetite, she attended gourmet 
cooking classes and she and Bill 
joined a neighborhood gourmet dinner 
club. 


"Friends and relatives got ecstatic 


during the holidays when I sampled 
everything! I had a ball!" she re- 
called. 


Bonnie now bowls in a league, takes 


golf lessons, goes to the beach and 
plans to travel. She and Bill have al- 
ready been to Jamaica and to Europe. 
Right now her attention and her 
family's are focused on the foster 
children who have just come to live 
with the Bachmans, two little sisters, 
one two years old and one eight;

The shame 
of vandalism 


The latest example of subur- 


ban vandalism goes far beyond 
prankstorism or the 
rough- 


housing common to every gener- 
ation during the long summer 
months. 


While vandalism has been a 


growing worry of school and 
park officials in the Northwest 
suburbs for some years, the van- 
dals now seem to have turned 
their crimes against the com- 
mon people of the neighbor- 
hoods. 


The most recent monument to 


the oaflshncss of vandals was 
seven cars upturned in drive- 
ways last week. In Arlington 
Heights, Prospect Heights and 
Mount Prospect, people came 
from their homes Sunday morn- 
Ing and in seven Instances found 
their automobiles Immobile and 
damaged. 


It Is hard to reconcile these 


acts with rational behavior and 
harder still to place them in the 
category of mischief. 


Criminal damage to property 


caused by vandals has thus far 
been limited to rude attacks on 
public buildings and churned up 
lawns caused by night riders de- 
stroying 
suburban 
greenery. 


Now driveways are invaded and 
automobiles necessary for work 
and vital errands are flipped 
over out of malice and boredom. 


Little recourse seems avail- 


able to those of us who once 


thought our homes safe from 
trespass. The police though ang- 
ered and on increased patrol, 
are not numerous enough to 
keep watch over every drive- 
way. 


Should the vandalism continue 


unabated, there will be in- 
creased pressure to form groups 
of residents into civilian patrol- 
lers of their neighborhoods. In- 
deed, already there is talk of 
"passive" citizen organizations 
which alert police to criminal 
activity. 


We as a community of suburbs 


cannot afford to place a police- 
man at every corner, or search 
through the subdivisions each 
night as though in a state of war. 
We are at the mercy of those 
with whom we cannot commu- 
nicate or reason for they hide 
their faces and identities and 
thus cloak their own immatur- 
ity. 


It is necessary for the local po- 


lice to make arrests and 
charges; it is necessary for 
neighbors to mind the property 
nearby and bo willing to make a 
telephone call for police help. 


But in the end, it is the van- 


dals who must make peace with 
themselves and come to under- 
stand that destruction is an 
aberration in civilized society.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Gerald R. 


Ford has grown into the job, and he 
likes it immensely. 


A year ago Aug. 9, this once-ob- 


scure Grand Rapids congressman in a 
plain business suit strode into the 
White House East Room, swallowed a 
lump in his throat and repeated the 
simple oath that made him 38th Presi- 
dent of the United States. ' 


Ho blinked back tears of emotion at 


the honor he had never dared seek, 
apologized for accepting It without his 
countrymen's votes, and promised to 
repay their trust with openness and 
honesty. 


Today, Ford Is marking his first an- 


niversary in office with confidence, 
growing popularity and — as the 1976 
presidential election looms ever closer 
— with no serious Democratic challen- 
gers in sight to deny him a full four- 
year term in the While House. 


"I am very happy," he says. Ho 


clearly relishes the challenge. He 
looks, someone said, as though he is 
"Inhaling the presidency."

job In the world. 


morning and thinking of all the prob- 
lems I have to work on, and I don't 
hurry away at night because I want to 
finish what we have ot the agenda," 
he told a recent visitor. 


From the outset, Ford set his own 


easygoing style. He joked casually 
with reporters and toasted his own 
English muffins for breakfast. He 
yanked the Nixon tape microphones 
out of the Oval Office and propped his 
feet up on the desk. 


The long nightmare was over, and 


the nation heaved a sigh of relief. 


Although he previously had prom- 


ised his wife, Betty, he would quit 
politics after 25 years in Congress, 
Ford changed his mind after only a 
few days in the White House. 


He decided to seek election in his 


own right in November, 1978. He also 
quietly determined he would grant 
Richard M. Nixon an early pardon, 
partly to keep Watergate from hang- 
ing over his political future, his aides 
said. 


Ford's bombshell announcement of 


a pardon, made on a quiet Sunday 
morning less than a month after Nix- 
on resigned, stirred congressional and 
public suspicions. His popularity rat- 
ing in the polls fell 16 per cent over- 
night. 


"I enjoy getting up early in the 
Today, Ford says he Is convinced It 


was "one of the best decisions I 
made," and glad some of the press 
now agrees. 


At first, Ford's cautious moves led 


many to suspect he was merely a 
caretaker President. His • strenuous 
campaigning for GOP congressional 
candidates last fall proved little help 
against the Watergate backlash. 


His wife underwent breast cancer 


surgery, and Ford took It hard. Aides 
say the family crisis was Ford's 
"worst time" In the White House. 


From the beginning, two major 


problems have dominated the Ford 
presidency — the troubled economy 
and growing energy shortages. "We 
are just teetering on the brink of po- 
tential disaster if we don't move now 
for a solution, right away, end cer- 
tainly a solution over the next dec- 
ade," Ford has sold. 


He finds energy "the most frustra- 


ting problem" of all. After a year, he 
clearly has been unable to rally the 
p u b l i c b e h i n d his plans. He 
blames the Democratic Congress for 
the stalemate, but Congress wont' buy 
his solution of raising prices to dis- 
courage oil consumption and conserve 
supplies. 


The President claims some success, 


however, in turning the recession 
around and chipping away at In- 
flation, even though unemployment

... Nixon's silence continues

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (UPI) - 


In his farewell to the White House 
staff a year ago, Richard Nixon said a 
man must have been down in the 
deepest valley to know how glorious it 
Is on the mountalntop. 


The past 12 months have been Nix- 


on's deepest valley. And there Is no 
room at the top for him again. 


No U.S. President ever resigned be- 


fore so, of course, there Is no prece- 
dent for behavior. Nixon's choice has 
been to pull into a shell so impene- 
trable that no one outside his family 
and closest friends knows how he has 
weathered his seventh crisis. 


After what apparently was a brush 


with death last October, Nixon seems 
to have recovered his health. 


He takes occasional strolls on the 


sandy beach below the cliffs of his 
Pacific Ocean home. His phlebitis is 
controlled to the point he can play 18 
holes of golf. Ho attended a party in 
his honor in Palm Springs and takes 
automobile drives along the coast. 


But a recent closeup picture of Nix- 


on, taken by a tourist on the beach, 
showed the face of a man aged sadly 
in one year. There are deep, deep 
lines engraved down from his eyes. 
The once firm mouth now sags. He 
looks far older than bis 62 yean. 


It is axiomatic in the news business, 


that people are not interested in the'

difficulties reporters encounter in cov- 
ering stories. But in Nixon's case it is 
relevant. It is also understandable. 


One of the things known about him 


is that be believes his downfall was 
largely the work of the media. And 
the dislike- manifested in the days 
when he said he would not be avail- 


able to be kicked around anymore has 
grown from hostility to hatred. 


As a result, it is literally impossible 


to get any direct information about 
what Richard Nixon is doing, thinking 
or planning. 


To illustrate, Col. Jack Brennan, the 


former President's longtime military 
aide who now runs his small office 
staff, was furious over a recent pub- 
lished report that Nixon was pre- 
paring to leave the isolation of his San 
Clemente 
home and establish a 


"base" in New York. 


B r e n n a n said he would have 


knocked the report down if the media 
had only checked with him. But Bren- 
nan refuses to answer reporters' calls. 


Virtually all the information about 


Nixon has come secondhand from the 
few people who have visited him or 
have received what apparently are 
sporadic but frequent long distance 
calls from San Clemente. 


From them it has been ascertained 


that Nixon puts in fairly regular hours 
writing a book of memoirs for which 
the New York publishing firm of 
Warner Bros, has contracted and paid 
a $175,000 advance. His royalties will 
be far bigger if the book sells well. 


One of the television networks Is 


known to have offered Nixon $250,000 
for an interview to be taped at his 
home, with the understanding it would 
refrain from asking "embarrassing" 
questions about Watergate. The offer 
was refused. 


Not that Nixon doesn't need the 


money. That probably is his biggest 
present worry. 


He was assessed $467,000 In back in- 


come taxes and interest by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service. His legal fees 
for litigation relating to Watergate 
and custody of presidential tapes and 
papers have mounted to more than a 
quarter-million dollars. 


His medical bills run Into the tens of 


thousands of dollars, and his homes in 
San Clemente and Key Biscayne both 
are heavily mortgaged. 


The government gives him a $60,000 


annual pension, $45,000 a year for an 
office staff and about 25 Secret Ser- 
vice agents to guard the Nixon home, 
a low, Spanish-style residence with 
red tile roof and inner courtyard. 


The dwelling is situated in a com- 


pound shared by a dozen other homes 
in a magnificent setting. A guard at 
the compound gate keep out unauthor- 
ized persons. Cars whisk In and out so 
quickly that reporters long ago gave 
up standing vigil in the hope of identi- 
fying the former President's visitors. 


Ronald Reagan and Barry Gold- 


water are among the few top Republi- 
can leaders who have dropped in to 
chat with the man who won reelection 
as President in 1972 by a landslide of 
historic proportions.

Bike club result 
of poor health

Ten months ago, Frank Korth 


was told by his doctors he should 
begin bicycling to Improve his 
health. To his surprise, he found 
he liked it so much he decided to 
form a now bicycle club, the Chi- 
cago Wheelmen Northwest. 


Korth, who lives with his wife 


Anno at 004 S. Lancaster Rd., 
Mount Prospect, said ho was at 
work when ho felt pains In his 
chest. After many tests In differ-. 
cnt hospitals to diagnose tho prob- 
lem, Korth said his doctors found 
there was a 50 to 60 per cent 
blockage In ono of the main ar- 
teries of his heart. 


The doctors 
told Korth he 


should cither walk a couple of 
miles each night or take up bi- 
cycling. Korth said he Initially 
chose the latter because "I was 
just too lazy to keep walking in 
tho samo place all the time." 


As ho began bicycling more of- 


ten he began to gain a fascination 
for It. He sold he and his wife de- 
cided to take their bikes along on 
a camping vacation In Canada In- 
stead of "sitting around In a boat 
somewhere." 


SHORTLY AFTER ho began 


bicycling, Korth decided to attend 
a meeting of bicycle enthusiasts 
at tho Bclmont YMCA, noar Iho 
neighborhood where ho used to 
live In Chicago. At tho meeting, 
thero were several pamphlets 
from tho Chicago Wheelmen Club 
and these helped him make tho 
decision to join tho organization 
four months ago. 


"Tho .only reason I joined tho 


club was to have somebody else to 


ride with besides my wife," Korth 
said. "If anybody had told me 
then I would bo starting my own 
club I would have told them they 
were nuts." 


Tho Idea to form the club came 


after Korth had noticed it was dif- 
ficult for club members living In 
the Northwest suburbs to attend 
the activities of the Chicago group 
because of tho distance involved 
in travling to tho city. Ho men- 
tioned this to Chicago Wheelmen 
director Leon Taylor, who sug- 
gested he start a branch club for 
the members in the Northwest 
suburban area. 


THE MAJOR benefit in forming 


the branch club, Korth said, is 
that many more outings and 
meetings can be held locally. Lo- 
cal members arc also members of 
tho Chicago club and may partici- 
pate in all the main club's activi- 
ties, ho said. 


Korth said ho sees his role as 


mainly "liaslon duties between 
the Northwest suburbs and the 
Chicago office." Ho said the club 
will plan Its own schedule In con- 
junction with tho other branch 
clubs and main office. 


Tho club's major aim, Korth 


said, Is to provide bicycle leisure 
and information for "everybody 
with a bicycle." Membership dues 
arc $5 a year for individuals and 
$8 per year for families. 


SCHEDULING WILL vary from 


extensive trips to rides "around 
tho block," he said. Members re- 
ceive a monthly newsletter out- 
lining the planned activities and 
choose which activities they wish 
to attend. 


WHAT STARTED as neces- 
sary exercise for a heart con- 
dition turned into a fun hob- 
by for John Korth. He found 
bicycling so enjoyable he is 
smarting a new organization, 
Chicago 
Wheelmen 
North- 


west. ' 


says the two interests are "very com- 
patible." 


"I don't know why people think the 


two are so different," the 38-year-old 
native Chicagoan said with a smile. 
"Look at daVinci — he was both artist 
and engineer. People tend to think of 
artists as free spirits who don't do 
any thinking. But you use creative 
logic in any design work, and even 
Improvisation is based on sound or- 
der." 


SEVERAL OF McAlevy's paintings 


— including one of Des Plaines at the 
turn of the century — are hanging in 
the new civic center. He's proud of his 
work both on and off the easel and 
says he's "contributed a little bit 
more to the city than your average 
draftsman" in his five years with Des 
Plaines. 


McAlevy's work in the engineering 


department ranges from revamping 


city maps and bike trails to designing 
parking stickers and sewer informa- 
tion handbooks. He said his biggest 
problem is "trying to simplify the 
technical nature of the work," and his 
artistic background helps. 


"My interest has been art right 


along, but I also like the technical 
side of things, so I went into archi- 
tecture and engineering," McAlevy 
said of his decision to bypass his 
Academy of Art training to spend 
more than 20 years with various Chi- 
cago firms, "trying to make blue- 
prints and diagrams more under- 
standable." 


WHEN McALEVY punches out 


paving diagrams, he's usually hustl- 
ing off to his studio at home, 1086 S. 
Des Plaines Ave., to put the final 
touches on an entry for a local art 
show. 


Portraits are his favorites because 


"people are fun — and to do a good 
portrait you have to know the person 
pretty well." 


So what is a gregarious daVinci fan 


— technical interests notwithstanding 
— doing in an office with what he ad- 
mits are sometimes "dumb old curves 
and hunks of street?" 


"If I had the choice I most definite- 


ly would be an artist," McAlevy con- 
ceded, "but like a performing artist, 
you have to have a lot of com- 
mitment." 


"Besides, I have to make a living. 


Although being an artist can be profit- 
able, with a family I couldn't make it 
through the leaner years." 


The artistic bug runs in the family. 


"I met my wife in art school — she's 
very interested in ceramics. And I 
take my kids with me to art shows — 
they enjoy it," he said. 


Weigh more reins on historical unit 


The City Council library and histori- 


cal society committee will look Into 
the amount of control the city should 
have over the Des Plaines Historical 
Society. 


Aid. Irene Blrchfield, Sth, chairman 


of the committee, said once the issue 
Is resolved over whether the historical 
society will move Into the old city hall 
building, she will call a committee 
meeting to discuss the role of the city 
in operating the society. 


Several aldermen, at the last city 


council meeting, questioned whether 
the historical society board had the 
right to hire an attorney to research 
whether renovations were needed on 
the old city hall. The society has re- 
quested, space in the building for the 
historical museum, now located at 777 
Lee St. 


MAYOR HERBERT BEHREL told 


aldermen "the time is coming" for 
the council to decide who's running 
tho museum — the city or the histori- 
cal society board. 


The city is currently subsidizing the 


museum about $20,000 a year. The 
museum director, Richard Welch, Is 
on the city payroll, Behrel said. 


"It is not our intent to wreck the 


historical society board," the mayor 
said. "It's just that the city has to 
make up its mind whether or not we 
are the boss." 


Mrs. Blrchfield said she Intends to 


call a meeting of her committee to 
discuss the issue and then have o joint 


meeting with the historical 
society 


board. 


MRS. BIRCHFIELD said the histor- 


ical society currently operates "al- 
most independent of the city." She 
said members of the society raise 
some of their own funds through 
memberships dues, donations and 
fund-raising activities. City funds are 
used for the salary of the director and 
"a few incidentals," she said. 


Mrs. Blrchfield said the council ap- 


proves the historical society budget 
but allows the society board to make 
its own decisions. She said she is con- 
cerned that Welch currently answers 
to two bosses. 


"It's not right for this to be under 
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the direction of the board and the 
city. It's not right for him to have two 
bosses," she said. 


If the historical society moves the 


museum to the old city hall building 
the "city should have more of a say hi 
what's going on," she said.

The smell of burning oil and the 


w h i n e of lightweight aluminum 
engines fill the "classroom" of a new 
course in High School Dist. 214, a 
course which sets a simple objective 
for its students. 


It's aimed at keeping students from 


becoming "hood ornaments." 


Motorcycle safety is the name of( 


the class, the first of its kind in the 
area. Patterned after driver educa- 
tion, the eight week summer school 
course stresses motorcycle safety 
through classroom and driving in- 
struction. 


BUT NOT one red-blooded, mo- 


torcycle-riding male signed up for the 
class, a fact that bothered the class 
teachers, Dick Eckcrt and Roger 
Voigt. But the absence of males 
hasn't bothered the rest of the class a 
bit. 


"Stand up, Annie, get your butt of 


that seat," yelled Eckert as one of his 
all girl students rode over simulated 


railroad tracks in the Elk Grove High 
School parking lot. "She lost her bike 
the first day just walking it," said 
Eckert, pointing out another student. 
"Now look at her." 


Guest speakers talk to the class 


about insurance and maintenance 
problems regarding cycles. On the 
course, students learn how to handle a 
bike under on-arid off-road conditions. 


THE BIKES arc small, since those 


under 18 in Illinois arc rcstructcd to 
the less-powerful cycles. But that 
doesn't dampen the enthusiasm of the 
riders. 


"It's given me more awareness of 


other drivers and safety," said class 
member Cynthia Grimm of Mount 
Prospect. Miss Grimm said 
she 


doesn't own a bike, but started riding 
three years ago because her father 
and three brothers rode cycles. 


"I'm even more aware of mo- 


torcycle riders when I'm driving the 
car now," she added. 


ALL STUDENTS must have a valid 


driver's license and permit to operate 
a motorcycle to take the class, said 
Eckert. But the cycles are provided 
by local cycle shops. 


"State and federal governments 


don't kick in money for cycle educa- 
tion like they do for driver educa- 
tion," said Voigt, explaining the near 
absence of motorcycle safety instruc- 
tion in Illinois. 


"Yet cycling is more dangerous 


than driving a car," 
Voight said. 


"When a 150 pound cycle gets hit by a 
two-ton car, you know who's going to 
come out a winner," he said. 


The ladies take their final exam 


soon, an exam which will consist of 
on-the-road riding, with their instruc- 
tor on the bike too, grading their 
proficiency. 


If more interest is shown on the 


part of the males, the course may be 
offered again, said the class instruc- 
tors. "I guess they think all they have 
to do is know how to balance in order 
to ride a cycle," said Voigt.

Delaney last week, Alan Garfield, at- 
torney representing Smigel, said the 
developer was awaiting word from the 
village board on a possible com- 
promise to the case. Gnrfield did not 
elaborate but said Smigel is anxious 
to have the matter resolved so he can 
begin construction before the end of 
the building season. 


Village Atty. John Burke told the 


judge the village is in no hurry to 
have a court date set but was agree- 
able to Garfield's request for reas- 
signment to another judge in an effort 
to speed up the settlement. 


The case involves two lawsuits, one 


filed by Smigel against the village 
and a countersuit filed by the village 
against the developer. 


The developer is seeking permission 


to build six-flat apartments on 47 lots 
along \V. Strong Street. The suit also 
asks $500,000 in damages from the vil- 
lage for blocking construction of the 
buildings.

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»Bike club result 
of poor health

Ten months ago, Frank Korth 


was told by his doctors he should 
begin bicycling to improve his 
health. To his surprise, he found 
he liked it so much he decided to 
form a new bicycle club, the Chi- 
cago Wheelmen Northwest. 


Korth, who lives with his wife 


Anne at 904 S. Lancaster Rd., 
Mount Prospect, said he was at 
work when he felt pains in his 
chest. After many tests In differ- 
ent hospitals to diagnose the prob- 
lem, Korth said his doctors found 
there was a 50 to 60 per cent 
blockage in one of the main ar- 
teries of his heart. 


The doctors told Korth he 


should either walk a couple of 
miles each night or take up bi- 
cycling. Korth said he initially 
chose the latter because "I was 
just too lazy to keep walking in 
the same place all the time." 


As he began bicycling more of- 


ten he began to gain a fascination 
for it. He said he and his wife de- 
cided to take their bikes along on 
a camping vacation in Canada in- 
stead of "sitting around in a boat 
somewhere." 


SHORTLY AFTER he began 


bicycling, Korth decided to attend 
a meeting of bicycle enthusiasts 
at the Belmont YMCA, near the 
neighborhood where he used to 
live in Chicago. At the meeting, 
there were several pamphlets 
from the Chicago Wheelmen Club 
and these helped him make the 
decision to join the organization 
four months ago. 


"The only reason I joined the 


club was to have somebody else to 


ride with besides my wife," Korth 
said. "If anybody had told me 
then I would Be starting my own 
club I would have told them they 
were nuts." 


The idea to form the club came 


after Korth had noticed it was dif- 
ficult for club members living in 
the Northwest suburbs to attend 
the activities of the Chicago group 
because of the distance involved 
in travling to the city. He men- 
tioned this to Chicago Wheelmen 
director Leon Taylor, who sug- 
gested he start a branch club for 
the members in the Northwest 
suburban area. 


THE MAJOR benefit in forming 


the branch club, Korth said, is 
that- many more outings and 
meetings can be held locally.

Girl cyclists show 'class*

The smell of burning oil and the 


w h i n e of lightweight aluminum 
engines fill the "classroom" of a new 
course in High School Dist. 214, a 
course which sets a simple objective 
for its students. 


It's aimed at keeping students from 


becoming "hood ornaments." 


Motorcycle safety is the name of 


the class, the first, of its kind in the 
area. Patterned after driver educa- 
tion, the eight week summer school 
course stresses motorcycle safety 
through classroom and driving in- 
struction. 


BUT NOT one red-blooded, mo- 


torcycle-riding male signed up for the 
class, a fact that bothered the class 
teachers, Dick Eckert and Roger 
Voigt. But the absence of males 
hasn't bothered the rest of the class a 
bit. 


"Stand up, Annie, get your butt of 


that seat," yelled Eckert as one of his 
all girl students rode over simulated 


railroad tracks in the Elk Grove High 
School parking lot. "She lost her bike 
the first day just walking it," said 
Eckert, pointing out another student. 
"Now look at her." 


Guest speakers talk to the class 


about insurance and maintenance 
problems regarding cycles. On the 
course, students learn how to handle a 
bike under on-and off-road conditions. 


THE BIKES are small, since those 


under 18 in Illinois are restructed to 
the less-powerful cycles. But that 
doesn't dampen the enthusiasm of the 
riders. 


"It's given me more awareness of 


other drivers and safety," said class 
member Cynthia Grimm of Mount 
Prospect. Miss Grimm said she 
doesn't own a bike, but started riding 
three years ago because her father 
and three brothers rode cycles. 


"I'm even more aware of mo- 


torcycle riders when I'm driving the 
car now," she added. 


ALL STUDENTS must have a valid 


driver's license and permit to operate 
a motorcycle to take the class, said 
Eckert. But the cycles are provided 
by local cycle shops. 


"State and federal governments 


don't kick in money for cycle educa- 
tion like they do for driver educa- 
tion," said Voigt, explaining the near 
absence of motorcycle safety Instruc- 
tion in Illinois. 


",Yct cycling is more dangerous 


than driving a car," Voight said. 
"When a 150 pound cycle gets hit by a 
two-ton car, you know who's going to 
come out a winner," he said. 


The ladles take their final exam 


soon, an exam which will consist of 
on-the-road riding, with their instruc- 
tor on the bike too, grading their 
proficiency. 


If more interest is shown on the 


part of the males, the course may be 
offered again, said the class instruc- 
tors. "I guess they think all they have 
to do is know how to balance in order 
to ride a cycle," said Voigt.

The smell of burning oil and the 


w h i n e of lightweight aluminum 
engines fill Ihe "classroom" of a new 
course in High School Dist. 214, a 
course which sets a simple objective 
for its students. 


It's aimed at keeping students from 


becoming "hood ornaments." 


Motorcycle safety is the name of 


the class, the first of its kind in the 
area. Patterned after driver educa- 
tion, the eight week summer school 
course stresses motorcycle safety 
through classroom and driving in- 
struction. 


BUT NOT one red-blooded, mo- 


torcycle-riding male signed up for the 
class, a fact that bothered the class 
teachers, Dick Eckert and Roger 
Voigt. But the absence of males 
hasn't bothered the rest of the class a 
bit. 


"Stand up, Annie, get your butt of 


that seat," yelled Eckert as one of his 
all girl students rode over simulated 


railroad tracks in the Elk Grove High 
School parking lot. "She lost her bike 
the first day just walking it," said 
Eckert, pointing out another student. 
"Now look at her." 


Guest speakers talk to the class 


about insurance and maintenance 
problems regarding cycles. On the 
course, students learn how to handle a 
bike under on-and off-road conditions. 


THE BIKES are small, since those 


under 18 In Illinois arc restructcd to 
the less-powerful cycles. But that 
doesn't dampen the enthusiasm of the 
riders. 


"It's given me more awareness of 


other drivers and safety," suid class 
member Cynthia Grimm of Mount 
Prospect. 
Miss Grimm said she 


doesn't own a bike, but started riding 
three years ago because her father 
and three brothers rode cycles. 


"I'm even more aware of mo- 


torcycle riders when I'm driving the 
car now," she added. 


ALL STUDENTS must have a valid 


driver's license and permit to operate 
a motorcycle to take the class, said 
Eckert. But the cycles are provided 
by local cycle shops. 


"State and federal governments 


don't kick in money for cycle educa- 
tion like they do for driver educa- 
tion," said Voigt, explaining the near 
absence of motorcycle safety instruc- 
tion in Illinois. 


"Yet cycling is more dangerous 


than driving a car," 
Volght said. 


"When a 150 pound cycle gets hit by a 
two-ton car, you know who's going to 
come out a winner," he said. 


The ladles take their final exam 


soon, an exam which will consist of 
on-thc-road riding, with their instruc- 
tor on the bike too, grading their 
proficiency. 


If more interest is shown on the 


part of the males, the course may be 
offered again, said the class instruc- 
tors. "I guess they think all they have 
to do is know how to balance in order 
to ride a cycle," said Voigt.

The sound of bells will soon ring out 


at St. Mark's Lutheran Church in 
Mount Prospect. 


A set of 37 handcrnftcd, cast-bronze 


handbells was received by the church

The bells were donated 
to the church by Mr. and Mrs. Martin 
Staunt as a memorial to his parents. 


Each bell in the three-octave set is 


currently wrapped in an individual 
plastic bag and placed in one of three 
carrying cases. Made by Schulmerich 
Carillons, Sellersville, Pa., the set is 
worth at least $2,000. 


Pastor Watson said the church 


wanted a set of bells for some time 
and is very grateful to the donors. He 
said the bells would be used to round 
out church services. 


"We have been trying to vary our 


musical program," he said. '"Ms is 
one possible way to do it." 


It will probably be several months 


before the bells will be played for the 
first time. Pastor .Watson said the 
church is "just getting started" in de- 
veloping a bell choir and as of yet 
knows little of the mechanics of form- 
ing and training one. 


No one has yet volunteered to play 


in the new choir, but Pastor Watson 
added this was probably because few 
people had seen the bells. 


"Since bell choirs aren't too com- 


mon, it is a real privilege to play in 
one," he said. "But you can read an 
article about them and you still don't 
know what you are talking about until 
you see them." 


The bells are tuned to specific keys 


with the note system corresponding to 
piano keys. They arc very sensitive, 
and even a slight rise or fall in room 
temperature can cause a variation in 
the pitch. Adjustable clappers enable 
the ringer to adjust the tone and pres- 
sure required to sound the bell. 


Body salts and acids in fingerprints 


can permanently marr the bright fin- 
ish of the bells, so future choir mem- 
bers will wear white gloves during 
each performance, Watson said. 


About 8,000 handbell choirs exist in 


the United States, according to the 
American Guild of English Handbell 
Ringers. An experienced bell ringer 
can play up to five bells at once, al- 
though members of St. Mark's choir 
will probably play one or two each.

scored highest on the department's 
physical agility test given to all new 
personnel. All departments require 
this initial testing when police person- 
nel are hired, but only a few in the 
state have voluntary ongoing fitness 
programs. 


"I'd like to see that change," said 


Kohnke. 


He has submitted, along with the 


funding request, statistics and reasons 
he believes will persuade the commis- 
sion the physical fitness program is 
as necessary a part of police training 
as other training courses.

The smell of burning oil and the 


w h i n e 
of lightweight aluminum 


engines fill the "classroom" of a new 
course in -High School Dist. 214, a 
course which sets a simple objective 
for its students. 


It's aimed at keeping students from 


becoming "hood ornaments." 


Motorcycle safety Is the name of 


the class, the first of its kind in the 
area. Patterned after driver educa- 
tion, the eight week summer school 
course stresses motorcycle safety 
through classroom and driving in- 
struction. 


BUT NOT one red-blooded, mo- 


torcycle-riding male signed up for the 
class, a fact that bothered the class 
teachers, Dick Eckert and Roger 
Voigt. But the absence of males 
hasn't bothered the rest of the class a 
bit. 


"Stand up, Annie, get your butt of 


that seat," yelled Eckert as one of his 
all girl students rode over simulated 


railroad tracks in the Elk Grove High 
School parking lot. "She lost her bike 
the first day just walking it," said 
Eckert, pointing out another student. 
"Now look at her." 


Guest speakers talk to the class 


about insurance and maintenance 
problems regarding cycles. On the 
course, students learn how to handle a 
bike under on-nnd offload conditions. 


THE BIKES are small, since those 


under 18 in Illinois are rcstructed to 
the less-powerful cycles. But that 
doesn't dampen the enthusiasm of the 
riders. 


"It's given me more awareness of 


other drivers and safety," said class 
member Cynthia Grimm of Mount 
Prospect. Miss Grimm said she 
doesn't own a bike, but started riding 
three years ago because her father 
and three brothers rode cycles. 


"I'm even more aware of mo- 


torcycle riders when I'm driving the 
car now," she added. 


ALL STUDENTS must have a valid 


driver's license and permit to operate 
a motorcycle to take the class, said 
Eckert. But the cycles are provided 
by local cycle shops. 


"State and federal governments 


don't kick in money for cycle educa- 
tion like they do for driver educa- 
tion," said Voigt, explaining the near 
absence of motorcycle safety instruc- 
tion in Illinois. 


"Yet cycling is more dangerous 


than driving a car," 
Voight said. 


"When a 150 pound cycle gets hit by a 
two-ton car, you know who's going to 
come out a winner," he said. 


The ladies take their final exam 


soon, an exam which will consist of 
on-the-road riding, with their instruc- 
tor on the bike too, grading their 
proficiency. 


If more interest is shown on the 


part of the males, the course may be 
offered again, said the class instruc- 
tors. "I guess they think all they have 
to do is know how to balance hi order 
to ride a cycle," said Voigt. 


Hospital 
offers 


spiritual doses 
in clergy plan

Ministering to the sick is often more 


than paying friendly visits to parish- 
ioners who in the hospital. The job is 
as different as the patients them- 
selves. 


Students in the clinical pastoral 


care program at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center, Elk Grove Village, 
are learning to become sensitive to 
the spiritual needs of persons who are 
hospitalized. 


The Rev. John Karl Rankin, associ- 


ate director of pastoral education, 
heads the program for theology stu- 
dents, persons in relgious professions 
and lately interested in hospital min- 
istry. 


Rankin is a full-time 
Methodist 


chaplain at the medical center, and 
during their 10-week stay there bis 
students function much as he does. 


The five students currentlyenrolled 


in the summer sessions of the pro- 
gram spend their afternoons working 
as chaplains, getting practical experi- 
ence in "participating in the healing 
of the whole person." 


"The students function as part of 


the treatment team along with the 
doctors and nurses and other medical 
personnel," Rankin said. "They call 
on patients soon after they're admit- 
ted to see if they have any particular 
spiritual needs and what they can do 
to help." 


Sometimes, a patient who has never 


been in a hospital before or one who 
is fearful about having surgery may 
just want to be comforted, Rankin 
said. Others may have gone through a 
traumatic experience and require 
help in coping with difficult problems. 


The soft-spoken minister shook his 


head and recalled the case of a young 
woman who was hospitalized for sev- 
eral months following a serious mo- 
torcycle accident. Her fiance was 
killed in the crash, and she blamed 
herself for his death. 


Rankin said he visited the young 


woman every day, listening patiently 
as she tried to work out her emotional 
problems by swearing .it him at the 
top of her lungs. 


"After something like that, patientf 


have to go through a whole grief pro- 
cess," he said. "We try to teach our 
students to help them deal with it so 
that they don't go into bitterness and 
resentment permanently, but come 
through it with hope." 


Whatever the situation a patient is 


in, Rankin said the task of min- 
istering to him is to bring out one of 
the best of medicines — faith. 


"We try to help others draw on 


their own resources, their own faith," 
he said. "There's a big difference be- 
tween faith and religion. Most people 
have some sort of religion, but believe 
me, when I'm in trouble, I want 
faith." 


In addition to working with patients, 


the students in the clinical pastoral 
education program 
participate 
in 


daily seminars to discuss their experi- 
ences and their role 


"You know," he said, "there are a 


lot of different aspects tt this healing 
institution."

Miniature golf course 
a hit with swingers

"I'm, pretty good you know," the 


freckled 8-year-old boasted as he 
shielded his eyes from the hot sun. 
' "I've already made three 'holes-in- 
one.'" 


The golf course is no ordinary golf 


course. It is Schaumburg Park Dis- 
trict's new miniature course in Tim- 
bercrest Park. Miniature golf courses 
have been built in parks before, but 
Schaumburg's course is unique. It is 
the only miniature course in this 
area built over an ice hockey rink, 
Duane Hosimer, district superintend- 
ent of recreation, said. 


PARK DISTRICT personnel came 


up with the idea of a portable min- 
iature golf course in a move to make 
better use of an existing facility — a 
hockey rink — which they felt was 
being wasted nine months each year. 


The portable 19-hole course utilizes 


the 
asphalt 
flooring, fence and 


sideboards of the hockey rink and in- 
cludes such "obstacles" as a wishing 
well, windmill and castle, some of 
which will be motorized once elec- 
trical installation is completed. 


Funds for the hockey rink came 


from a referendum passed two years 
ago, and' the portable* golf course 
cost an additional $15,100, Hosimer 
said.

Development of existing parks in 


the Hoffman Estates Park District 
could cost up to $1,349,725, according 
to a report prepared by Allen Binder, 
director of parks and recreation. 


Binder said the report — which in- 


cludes a list of suggested improve- 
ments for' the district's 25 sites — is 
"only the beginning point" for a citi- 
zens committee which will make rec- 
ommendations for a proposed referen- 
dum. No date for the referendum has 
been set. 


"These are only suggestions from 


our staff with no commitments having 
been made. We feel that the time is 
near, if not already here, for asking 
the voters to approve a second stage 
of general park development," Binder 
said. 


PARK DISTRICT officials are seek- 


ing community opinion on what type 
of improvements should be made to 
existing parks. George Hush, park 
board president said earlier this 
month that the board wants "to get a 
flavor from the community on wheth- 
er we're heading in the right direc- 
tion." 


In the cost estimate report, Binder 


said the annual operating budget is 
"strained just to maintain what we al- 
ready have." 


"Only 42 per cent of our current 


budget, or about $20,000, is set aside 
for major improvements," he said. 


Binder said the $675,000 referendum 


approved in 1972 for general park im- 
provements was only one phase in the 
park district's master plan. 


"It was not the intent of the park 


district to present one referendum 
that would totally develop only certain 
parks but to improve each park site in 
stages," he said. 


BINDER ADDED that it was "un- 


likely then as it is today that a refer- 
endum in excess of $2 million would 
pass." 


"It was our intent to have several 


referendums in order to keep the cost 
to taxpayer within his or her pocket- 
book," he said. 


Improvements financed by the 1972 


referendum include playground equip- 
ment at 15 park sites; the Highpoint 
Park landfill project; new recreation 
fields for baseball, football and other 


sports; pool mortgage and locker loan 
payments; maintenance equipment; 
tennis courts at Highpoint and Pine 
parks; an 80-car parking lot at High- 
point; and general building improve- 
ments such as remodeling of Vogelel 
Barn. 


BINDER SAID that "while 95 per 


cent of all the projects are now com- 
plete, we still have people asking us 
'what was done with the $675,000.' " 


"Many apparently forgot that we 


never intended to build an ice skating 
nnk or a tennis facility or any one 
major facility that could have easily 
cost in excess of $1 million," he said. 


Binder said staff members "get the 


feeling from many residents that the 
emphasis (of a new referendum) 
should be placed on landscaping our 
parks, establishing bikeways and 
walkways, providing drinking foun- 
tains and neighborhood recreation 
centers." 


Park district officials originally had 


planned a Nov. 1 referendum because 
of the possibility of purchasing a fire 
station at 469 Hassel Rd. which the 
village closed in June. Board mem- 
• bers later dropped the November date 
after the village entered into negota- 
tions with the Schaumburg Township 
Library for sale of the building.

Ten months ago, Frank Korth 


was told by his doctors he should 
begin bicycling to improve his 


• health. To his surprise, he found 
he liked it so much he decided to 
form a new bicycle club, the Chi- 
cago Wheelmen Northwest. 


Korth, who lives with his wife 


Anne at 904 S. Lancaster Rd., 
Mount Prospect, said he was at 
work when he felt pains in his 
chest. After many tests in differ- 
ent hospitals to diagnose the prob- 
lem, Korth said his doctors found 


_ there was a 50 to 60 per cent 
'blockage in .one of the main ar- 
teries of his heart. 


The doctors told Korth he 


should either walk a couple of 
miles each night or take up bi- 
cycling. Korth said he initially 
chose the latter because "I was 
just too lazy to keep walking in 
the same place all the time." 


As he began bicycling more .of- 


ten he began to gain a fascination 
for it. He said he and his wife de- 
cided to take their bikes along on 
a camping vacation in Canada in- 
stead of "sitting around in a boat 
somewhere." 


SHORTLY AFTER he began 


bicycling, Korth decided to attend 
a meeting of bicycle enthusiasts 
at the Belmont YMCA, near the 
neighborhood where he used to 
live in Chicago. At the meeting, 
there were several pamphlets 
from the Chicago Wheelmen Club 
and these helped him. make the 
decision to join the organization 
four months ago. 


"The only reason I joined the 


club was to have somebody else to 


ride with besides my wife," Korth 
said. "If anybody had told me 
then I would be starting my own 
club I would have told them they 
were nuts." 


The idea to form the club came 


after Korth had noticed it was dif- 
ficult for club members living In 
the Northwest suburbs to attend 
the activities of the Chicago group 
because of the distance involved 
in travling to the city. .He men- 
tioned this to Chicago Wheelmen 
director Leon Taylor, who sug- 
gested he start a branch club for 
the members in the Northwest 
suburban area. 


THE MAJOR benefit In forming 


the branch club, Korth said, is 
that many more outings and 
meetings can be held locally. Lo- 
cal members are also members of 
the Chicago club and may partici- 
pate in all the main club's activi- 
ties, he said. 


Korth said he sees his role as 


mainly "liaslon duties between 
the Northwest suburbs and the 
Chicago office." He said the club 
will plan its own schedule in con- 
junction with the other branch 
clubs and main office.

Spiritual medicine offered 
in hospital pastoral plan 
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Blind woman and her dog 
challenge life—and win

Susan Rothweiler knows all about 


tin cups, sunglasses and faithful Ger- 
man shepherds. 


She's been blind since birth, and 


she's well aware of the "blind man" 
stereotypes. But Mrs. Rothweiler only 
fits the third category — and her 
guide dog, Dyke, Is a golden retriev- 
er, rather than a shepherd, because, 
"They're just as smart but a lot more 
easy going." 


Mrs. Rothweiler, 23, put off getting 


a guide dog until three months ago 
because "I wanted to hide the fact 
that I was blind. I thought a guide dog 
was a sure sign of 'I can't make it 
alone,' and I didn't want any sympa- 
thy. 


"I'm sorry I waited until now," she 


adds with a smile. "Guide dogs are 
much faster and more efficient than 
canes — you're not always bumping 
into someone's ankles. But the speed 
is the best part. You can really fly." 


ONCE SHE GOT over her mis- 


givings about depending on an animal 
for sight, Mrs. Rothweiler attended a 
three-week training session at the 
Guiding Eyes for the Blind school in 
Yorktown Heights, N.Y. She described 
her experience as being "almost un- 
believably hard," but added. "It had 
to be that way or we'd fall apart when 
we got into the real world." 


"They really expose you to every 


type of situation," she recalled. "Slop- 
ing sidewalks, parking lots, busy 
streets — you name it. And I'd never 
even had a dog before, so I didn't 
know how they'd react." 


While the students come into the 


sessions cold, the dogs have been 
through 12 weeks of rigorous training 
Mrs. Rothweiler said. They are al- 
ready familiar with avoiding ob- 
s t a c l e s , obeying directions and 
"learning how to park." 


"Establishing specific times to go to 


the bathroom is one of the first things 
they're taught. That makes it nice for 
us!" she laughed. 


INTENSIVE training with one in- 


structor often makes it difficult for 
the dogs to make the transfer to their 
new masters, Mrs. Rothweiler said. 
As a result, the first day of classes is 
spent working with the students to de- 
termine which dog suits them best. 


The selection process is "a big mys- 


tery to me," Mrs. Rothweiler said, 
"We spend a few ridiculous hours 
having our instructors lead us around 
while we bark orders at them, and

Ministering to the sick is often more 


than paying friendly visits to parish- 
ioners who In the hospital. Tho job Is 
as different as the patients them- 
selves. 


Students in the clinical pastoral 


care program at Alcxian Brothers 
Medical Center, Eik Grove Village, 
are learning to become sensitive to 
the spiritual needs of persons who.arc 
hospitalized. 


The Rev. John Karl Rankin, associ- 


ate director of pastoral education, 
heads the program for theology stu- 
dents, persons in rclgious professions 


• and laicty interested in hospital min- 
istry. 


Rankin is a full-time Methodist 


chaplain at the medical center, and 
during their 10-week stay there his 
students function much as he docs. 


The five students currently-enrolled 


in the summer sessions of the pro- 
gram spend their afternoons working 
as chaplains, getting practical experi- 
ence in "participating in the healing 
of the whole person." 


"The students function as part of 


the treatment team along with the 
doctors and nurses and other medical 
personnel," Rankin said. "They call 
on patients soon after they're admit- 
ted to see if they have any particular 


' spiritual needs and what they can do 


to help." 


Sometimes, a patient who has never 


been in a hospital before or one who 
is fearful about having surgery may 
just want to be comforted, Rankin 
said. Others may have gone through a 
traumatic experience and require 
help in coping with difficult problems. 


The soft-spoken minister shook his 


head and recalled the case of a young 
woman who was hospitalized for sev- 
eral months following a serious mo- 
torcycle accident. Her fiance was 
killed in the crash, and she blamed 
herself for his death. 


Rankin said he visited the young 


woman every day, listening patiently 
as she tried to work out her emotional 
problems by swearing at him at the 
top of her lungs. 


"After something like that, patients 


have to go through a whole grief pro- 
cess," he'said. "We try to teach our 
students to help them deal with it so 
that they don't go into bitterness and 
resentment permanently, but come 
through It with hope." 


Whatever the situation a patient is 


in, Rankin said the tusk of min- 
istering to him is to bring out one of 
the best of medicines — faith. 
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they decide on that basis," she said. 


The first meeting between the dogs 


and their masters is antjclimactic. 
"Dyke didn't even want to come near 
me at first," she recalled. "But the 
first thing we do is feed them. That's 
the fastest way to anyone's heart and 
pretty soon they're'accustomed to .us. 
From then on it's great." 


Training with the dogs covers "ev- 


ery hazard you can Imagine." Mrs. 
Rothweiler said hanging branches are 
the worst, but busy streets.are a close 
second.

York City is a different ballgame, 
Mrs. Rothweiler said. The day the 
class spent in Fun City was "one big 
nightmare. The subway doors are 
only open for seven seconds — you 
have to get In their fast before you 
get crushed. The whole day I was 
sure I was going to knock over every 
old lady in the city. 


"Many blind people are lonely, and 


they find it easier to avoid people 
through their dogs," Mrs. Rothweiler 
explained, 'it's very easy to let the 
dog run your life because he serves 
such a vital function. But you just 
have to look at him as a useful aid."

Citizens' radios aid cops in crises

Police in Rolling Meadows have be- 


gun a plan to use Citizens Band radios 
to provide quicker aid to emergency 
victims. 


Chief Lewis R. Case purchased the 


first of the new radios as a base sta- 
tion receiver and transmitter for the 
city's communications headquarters. 
Case paid the $140 price for the base 
station, although he will explain the 
concept at a council committee meet- 
ing this week, hoping for reimburse- 
ment. 


Case said he purchased another 


unit, at $72, for his own squad car and 
will not seek reimbursement for that 
unit. Other men in the department 
will be permitted to purchase and use 
Citizens Band radios in their squad 
cars, but they may not permanently 
mount the units and will not be reim- 
bursed, Cose said. 


THE MEN will not be required to 


buy the radios, Case said but several 
of them already owned the units, and 
sought permission to use them. Any 
police employe using the radios must 
notify the chief in writing and supply 
the call numbers and expiration date 
of his license from the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. 


When Case announced the program 


this week, he said the units had been 
in use only a few days but already 
had helped police learn of three emer- 
gencies more quickly than they might 
have otherwise. He said the radios 
are particularly helpful for Incidents 
on major highways or expressways, 
where traffic moves at high speeds, 
many truckers use the roads and tele- 
phones are not immediately available. 


Most trucks are equipped with the 


radios, Case said, and the drivers of- 
ten use them to contact other radio 
operators for police or fire depart- 
ment assistance. 


Police learned of two auto accidents 


and one auto fire in the first week 
said Case. 


CASE SAID the department rules 


prohibit the men from transmitting on 
the Citizens Band radios, except to 
request more information such as lo- 
cations of emergencies or the nature 
of assistance needed. 


Rules strictly prohibit the police 


from using the radios to "trap" spee- 
ders, he said. 


The police also are prohibited by 


Case's rules from using the radios to 
warn drivers of violations or order 
them to stop their vehicles. Unless 
there is a specific reason to vary from 
normal conduct, the radios are to be 
kept tuned to the emergency frequen- 
cy, Case said. 


The police also are to be certain 


their standard police radios, which 
maintain contact with the department 
and other squad cars, are tuned lou- 
der than the Citizens Band units.

lages, residents and property owners 
better protection. It will require the 
development of land to conform to the 
plans and wishes of municipalities 
and people in the area," Marcy said. 


"We have to allow for this because 


much of the unincorporated area that 
the board hears zoning change 
requests for will some day bo annexed 
Into villages nearby. We are only the 
temporary keepers of the land until 
that happens," he said. 


THE NEW ORDINANCE will re- 


quire more precise Information from 
developers seeking rczoning of unin- 
corporated property. The request will 
bo considered 
In "total view" of 


existing zoning and development, 
Marcy said. 


Public hearings on the proposed or- 


dinance arc being held by the county. 
Another hearing Is scheduled Aug. 28 
at 10 a.m. at the County Building, 118 
N. Clark St., Chicago. 


But the changes are more than wel- 


come and long overdue "as far as 
Palatine Is concerned," said Steve Le- 
net, Palatine planning and zoning ad- 
ministrator. 


"This new ordinance is a step In the 


right direction. It will allow devel- 
opment all around the village to con- 
form more to the village's building 
and zoning requirements," Lcnct said. 
, THE VILLAGE'S master plan calls 
for office research, commercial and 
high-density multiple-family 
devel- 


opment in tho northern township 
areas where the largest portion of un- 
touched, unincorporated property re- 
mains, ho said. 


"Tho village would like to see these 


areas zoned for this kind of devel- 
opment because it will provide for 
greater employment opportunities and 
a greater tax base for Palatine," Lc- 
nct said. 


"Generally, the zoning densities 


granted by tho county havo exceeded 
what the village would permit. We 
would like to see a maximum density 
of 15 units per acre rather than 23

Weak law blocks village action 
Boarded'Up houses mar landscape

Downtown Palatine is .marred with 


•houses that have outlived their useful- 
ness and now stand boarded up wait- 
ing to be torn down as port of the 
downtown redevelopment. 


The abandoned houses, part of the 


image the village presents, serve as a 
haven for vandals and are a constant 
nuisance for adjacent residents. 


But Palatine officials say there is 


.nothing they can do about the aban- 
doned houses and others that are bad- 
ly deteriorated under current building 
codes. 


"UNLESS WE CAN prove a build- 


.ing to be structurally unsound, the 
only thing our present ordinances al- 
low us to do is to encourage the own- 
ers to develop their properties so they 


are more'aesthetlcally pleasing," Pal- 
'atine Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig 
said. 


Sometimes property owners will 


voluntarily tear down a house, but 
many are left boarded up or In a neg- 
lected state for years while downtown 
redevelopment plans are postponed. 


TWO ABANDONED buildings, at 


the corners of Wood and Bothwell 
streets and Wood and Brockway 
streets, have brought complaints from 
'residents in the area. 


"What I don't like is the fact that 


this house (on the corner of Wood and 
Bothwell streets) Is located on one of 
P a l a t i n e ' s main streets," Henry 
Losch, 123 N. Brockway St., said. 
"Many residents and visitors travel 
this.street, and seeing a boarded up

"THE HOUSE being boarded up 


doesn't bother me so much. What 
bothers me is the property becoming 
so overgrown with weeds that is not 
only was an eyesore, but dandelions 
were blowing all over my yard," she 
said. 


The village board is working on the 


problem of abandoned property and 
currently awaits submlttal of the new 
redevelopment ordinance. 


The redevelopment ordinance, if ap- 


proved, will permit the condemnation 
of buildings as soon as a plan is pro- 
posed to replace these buildings, Har- 
w!g said. 


The "concept plan" provides for 


certain land uses in the downtown 
area. Inplementation of the plan, how- 
ever, is at a standstill until densities 
of the various downtown areas are de- 
termined, Harwig explained. 


Actual rezoning of tho downtown 


area would not occur until a devel- 
oper could propose a redevelopment 
project in concert with the village's 
master plan. 


"WE'RE DEVELOPING this ordi- 


nance so there won't be land specula- 
tion, with the village being used to 
fatten the pockets of such devel- 
opers," Harwig said. 


The .redevelopment ordinance with 


provisions for condemnation also will 
nullify the argument that abandoned 


buildings still stand because owners 
arc unable to put together enough 
pieces of property to develop econom- 
ically. 


Owners of abandoned buildings who 


wish to purchase surrounding pieces 
of property to develop run into diffi- 
culties when owners of the other prop- 
erties raise their prices. When this 
happens, the abandoned building sits, 
Harwig explained. 


"There is a mechanism within the 


new ordinance, however, by which a 
person who Is sincere in developing 
his property will be able to develop it 
with the village's help. Then, if the 
building still stands with no efforts 
being made to do anything about it, 
I'm sure the village will take a stand, 
treating tho case as a public nui- 
sance," Harwig said. 


Owners of abandoned buildings 


claim they have their problems, too. 


ONE OF THE abandoned houses, lo- 


cated on the corner of Wood and 
Brockway streets, is owned by Dr. Ed 
Laskowski, a Palatine dentist. He also 
owns two adjoining pieces of property. 


He has been trying to negotiate for 


the last year to get some interest in 
developing his three pieces of proper- 
ty, but the house still stands vacant. 


A mortgage held on the property, 


and the cost of tearing the structure 
down, are reasons'Laskowski gives 
for not destroying the building. 


Laskowski, who is presently letting 


Santa Terista Church use one of the 
buildings as a day-care center, says 
he would like to sec a developer use 
all of his property and make it an as- 
set to the community.

Residents of the Prospect Heights 


area are being asked whether they 
support the hiring of off-duty sheriff's 
policemen to provide added patrols In 
their area. 


A local homeowners group, the 


Prospect Heights Improvement Assn., 
Is heading a drive to obtain the added 
police services through a special tax 
which would bo levied by Wheeling 
Township. 


It Is estimated It will cost $122,000 a 


year to have two off-duty sheriff's po- 
licemen on patrol in Prospect Heights 
24 hours a day. The estimated tax for 
police service is $24.40 per $10,000 as- 
sessed valuation. 


"We are proposing that a special 


police district be set up by the town- 
ship, with the district including the 
same areas as are In our current In- 
corporation petition," said Richard 
Wolf, PHIA president. 


ONLY RESIDENTS of the proposed 


incorporation area, which covers most 
of Prospect Heights, should send in 
the ballots, one of which is Included in 
today's Herald. Wolf said residents 
may call him, 392-6146, or PHIA vice' 
president Edward Bryant, 827-3824, if 
they have questions on whether they 
are Included In the incorporation area 
or on the proposal for added police 
protection. 


Wolf said township officials have 


•said they could levy such a special 
tax as is proposed but no commitment 
has been given by the township to do 
so. "We hopo they will, if it is what 
the people want," Wolf said. 


Residents have been concerned with 


increased crime — mostly vandalism 
and burglaries — in the Prospect 
Heights area and the fact that the 
Sheriff's Police can only afford to 
have two cars patrol the area. Many 
of the residents feel they need the 
added protection the hiring of the off- 
duty policemen would bring, Wolf 
said.

The sound of bells will soon ring out 


at St. Mark's Lutheran Church in 
Mount Prospect.' 


A set of 37 handcraftcd, cast-bronze 


handbells was received by the church 
"only about a week ago," said Pastor 
Nolan Watson. The bells were donated 
to the church by Mr. and Mrs. Martin 
Staunt as a memorial to his parents. 


Each bell in the three-octavo set is 


currently wrapped in an individual 
plastic bag and placed in one of three 
carrying cases. Made by Schulmcrich 
Carillons, Sellersville, Pa., the set is 
worth at least $2,000. 


, Pastor Watson said the church 
wanted a set of bells for some time 
and Is very grateful to the donors. He 
said the bells would be used to round 
out church services. 


"Wo have been trying to vary our 


musical program," he said. "This is 
one possible way to do it." 


It will probably be several months 


before the bells will be played for the 
first time. Pastor Watson said the 
church is "just getting started" in de- 
veloping a bell choir and as of yet 
knows little of the mechanics of form- 
ing and training one. 


No one has yet volunteered to play 


in the new choir, but Pastor Watson 
'added this was probably because few 
people had seen the bells. 


"Since bell choirs aren't too com- 


mon, it is a real privilege to play In 
one," he said. "But you can read an 
article about them and you still don't 
know what you are talking about until 
you see them." 


The bells are tuned to specific keys 


with the note system corresponding to 
piano keys. They are very sensitive, 
and even a slight rise or fall In room 
temperature can cause a variation in 


the pitch. Adjustable clappers enable' 
the ringer to adjust the tone and pres- 
sure required to sound the bell. 


Body salts and acids In fingerprints 


can permanently marr the bright fin- 
ish of the bells, so future choir mem- 
bers will wear white gloves during 
each performance, Watson said. 


About 8,000 handbell choirs exist in 


the United States, according to the 
American Guild of English Handbell 
Ringers. An experienced bell ringer 
can play up to five bells at once, al- 
though members of St. Mark's choir 
will probably play one or two each.

The doctors told Korth he

Korth said ho Initially 
chose the latter because "I was 
just too lazy to keep walking in 
the game place all the time." 


As ho began bicycling more of- 


ten he began to gain a fascination 
for It. He said he and his wife de- 
cided to take their bikes along on 
a camping vacation In Canada in- 
stead of "sitting around In a boat 
somewhere." 


SHORTLY AFTER ho began 


blc""Ung, Korth decided to attend 
a '.acting of bicycle enthusiasts 
at the Belmont YMCA, near the 
neighborhood where ho used to 
live In Chicago. At the meeting, 
there were several pamphlets 
from the Chicago Wheelmen Club 
and these helped him make the 
decision to Join the organization 
four months ago. 


"The only reason I joined the 


club was to have somebody else to 


ride with besides my wife," Korth 
said. "If anybody had told me 
then I would be starting my own 
club I would have told them they 
wero nuts." 


The idea to form the club camo 


after Korth had noticed it was dif- 
ficult for club members living in 
the Northwest suburbs to attend 
the activities of the Chicago group 
because of the distance involved 
In travling to the city. He men- 
tioned this to Chicago Wheelmen 
director Leon Taylor, who sug- 
gested ho start a branch club for 
the members in the Northwest 
suburban area. 


THE MAJOR benefit in forming 


the branch club, Korth said, is 
that many more outings and 
meetings can be held locally.

Palatine man, 18, drowns 
in subdivision lake 


An early-morning swim ended in

Dewize lost sight of Pulak and 


drove to the other side of the lake to 
see if he had crossed the water, police 
said. When he could not locate Pulak, 
Dewize called Pulak's parents, who 
said he had not returned home. De- 
wize then summoned police. 


Patrolmen Dennis Langguth and 


James Haider arrived first on the the 
scene'and found Pulak's body floating 
face up in the lake. Langguth recov- 
ered the victim's body and unsuccess- 
fully attempted to revive Pulak. 


Pulak was pronounced dead on ar- 


rival at 6 a.m. at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital, Arlington Heights. 


Police said a coroner's inquest may 


be held. 


The body was taken to Ahlgrim and 


Sons Funeral Home, Palatine.

But the cycles are provided 
by local cycle shops. 


"State and federal 
governments 


don't kick in money for cycle educa- 
tion like they do for driver educa- 
tion," said Voigt, explaining the near 
absence of motorcycle safety instruc- 
tion in Illinois. 


"Yet cycling is more dangerous 


than driving a car," 
Voight said. 


"When a 150 pound cycle gets hit by a 
two-ton car, you know who's going to 
come out a winner," he said. . 


The ladles take their final exam 


soon, an exam which will consist of 
on-the-road riding, with their instruc- 
tor on the bike too, grading their 
proficiency. 


If more interest is shown on the 


part of the males, the course may be 
offered again, said the class instruc- 
tors. "I guess they think all they have
